The  first  settlers  of  Easthampton, L. I.  were  Puritans 

mostly  some  came  there  from  New  ^-aven, Conn.  ,Lynn, Mass ., Milford, 
Conn,,  and  others  from  Boston,  historians  state  that  they  came 
from  Maidstone , Nent  County, England, that  they  were  well  educated 
an  intelligent  group  pf  persons , industrious and  willing  to  en- 
.dure  hardships  for  the  freedom  of  religion.  They  were  mostly 
farmers  and  in  the  pursuit  of  whales  mwhich  no  doubt  was  quite 
a  means  of  livelihood  in  those  early  days. 

The  original  allotments  of  land  were  34  in  number  , of 
from  8  to  12  acres  each, a  portion  was  designated  as  M  Millers 
Corners '‘Their  houses  were  small  ,  having  thatched  roofs.  The 
Church  services  were  held  in  the  tavern  or  ordinary  of 
Thomas  ^aker, before  the  church  was  erected  ,for  which  he  made  a 
small  charge  of  Is  and  6d  each  Sabbath. 

Many  of  the  first  settlers  remained  and  are  buried  in 
the  old  Amaganset  burial  ground  which  adjoined  the  church  ,Some 
of  the  settlers  went  west  to  New  Jersey.
